THE PROBLEM OF WORLD’S FAIR TRANS- 

7 .. PORTATION. 

The directors of the World’s Fair have no 
reason to be apprehensive or anxious over the 
question of transportation to the Fair 
grounds, Still less is there any necessity of 
contemplating the expenditure of $2,000,000 
in tracks and stations because certain roads 


stance have no money. to be squandered in 
this manner. All that they have will be need- 
ed for the legitimate purposes of the Fair. In 
the second instance they need not bother 
themselves about the transportation question, 
for it will regulate iteelf in due.time and give 
universal satisfaction. : 
The traasportation at the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial Exposition was supplied practically by 
one railroad, the Pennsylvania Central, with 
ite four tracks, and 200,000 people a day were 
accommodated without difficulty or serious 
i venience. We have in the first place the 
ois Central with ite six tracks, two of 
which are called suburban, and there is room 
for more if they. are needed. The lake fur- 
nishes a broad and magnificent route from the 
entire water-front of the mty to Jackson Park. 
In addition to the present number of steam- 
ers there will be -as many built or brought 
here by 1893 as can be accommodated with 
dockage at the Fair grounds, and this great 
fleet of vessels will make half-hour trips, car- 
rying thousands of people who will be 
attracted by the beauty and novelty of 
a ‘sail on Lake Michigan. Dockage facility- 
will be the only limit to the ‘of the 
Fair. The elevated road, running from Van 
Buren street to the park, will have the capacity 
of trains running two usinutes apart at such 
rate of speed as may be agreed upon. The 
‘South Side cable system already has demon- 
strated sucha cheap and large carrying ca- 
pacity and ench speed beyond the business 
sections of the city as to make a formidable 
competitor in favorable weather with the 
steam trains to the park, and that capacity 
will be increased still further in’ 1898, 
railroads, other than the Illinois Cen 
which have declined to furnish any money for 


| transportation facilities, will run from their 


city stations to their stations near the grounds, 
and there- will be plenty of conveyances to 
cover the intervening distance if they persist 
in their present policy. The whole system of 
public conveyances will be enlarged enor- 
mously. In Paris, with a population twice 
our size, there were 12,000 cabs in operdtion 
during the Exposition. The directors need 
not fear that there. will not be plenty of them 
here also. If there is any cause for apprehen- 
sion it is that we shall have too large trans- 
portation facilities instead of too snall. In 
this case it will be still more for the benefit of 
the public, as the competition will cheapen 
rates. r 
Again, it is to be considered that people 
easily adapt themselves to every situation. 
Large numbers will go to the Fair early in 
the morning, thus obviating the danger of a 
rush at any one time and equalizing the pres- 
sute on the means of transportation. It is 
not likely that after the Fair opens in May 
there will be any pressure at all much before 
the end of dog days ard through the latter 
part of August, the month of September, and 
the closing days of the Exhibition in October. 
That pressure will be met by the facilities; 
| there need be no anxiety on that point. The 
directors ‘therefore need not worry. Trans- 
portation will arrange iteelf satisfactorily and 
they can keep the proposed two millions in 
their treasury to spend on the legitimate ob- 
jects of the Fair. — . : 
SHERMAN HAS NO REMEDY TO OFFER. 
The New York Swn’s reporter obtained the 
other day a fdéur-column interview with Sen- 
ator John Sherman. Among the questions 
asked was: “How do you explain the demand 
of many Western farmers for unrestricted 
silver coinage?’ [which, being 20 per cent 
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fied this treaty, but the House, Mr. Mills be- 
ing then "Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, refused to make the changes in 
the tariff law, without which the treaty could 
not go ihto effect. There rests largely on the 
shoulders of Mr. Mills the responsibility for 
the defeat of legislation which, taken in con- 
junction with the railroads which American 
capital has built and is building through Mex- 
ico, would have increased enormously tne 
commerce between that country and the 
United States, and «woul have taken from it 
the one-sided character it has had so long— 
this country sending to Mexico in products 
only a little over half what it takes from there. 

Mr. Mills has been con and does not 
hesitate to own up to it. He is for reciprocity 
with Mexico broader than that he killed a 
few years ago. He is willing to include Can- 
ada also, and toexpand American trade on 
the north as well as on the south. Though he 
does not say so, he is doubtless in favor of 
reciprocity with the Central and South Ameri- 
can States and the West India Islands so that 


there may be close comuiéreial relations be- 


tween this country and all parts of the West- 
ern hemisphere, from the Arctic ocean. to 
Terra del Fuego. ve 

Is it not, however, a little bingular—a little 
mortifying, even—that while this Texas Dem- 
ocrat should favor the wise reciprocity policy 
he once opposed, and should tread now with- 
out hesitancy in the footsteps of Mr, Blaine, 
that the present Republican Chairman of.the 
Committee. on- Ways and Means should 
don. himself in thé.cast-off clothes of the 
Democrat, and appear as the enemy of Pan- 
American reciprocity? The district which 
this man represetits is more devoted to Mr. 
Blaine than any other in the country, per- 
haps. The Republicans ¢wear by him and the 
Democrats respect and like him. Yet, while 
the Texas Democrat is not ashamed to follow 
the leadership of Mr. Blaine, the Ohio Repub- 
lican man turns his face the other 
way and does what he can to thwart the wise 
and patriotic plans of the Secretary of State. 

Judging by what Mr. Mills says the Demo- 
crates will make reciprocity one of the planks 
of their next platform. It would be one of 
the shrewdest things they could do: The reci- 
procity with Mexico which Mr. Mills speaks 
of specially would be of great advantage to 
Western farmers. That country is just at 
their back door. It is separated from them 
only by & mver or an imaginary boundary 
line. It needs their flour, pork, and live stock. 
It wants the cotton of the Southern planter 
and the agricultural and mining machinery of 
Northern manufacturers. 

Do the Republicans intend to allow the 
Democrats to steal their own thunder from 
them? Do they mean that Mr. Blaineés plan 
shall be exploited by their opponents? Is it 
their intention that this—a Republican— 
House shall shut down on all legislation on 
the subject of reciprocity and leave it to the 
next—a Democratic—one to take the initiative 
and pass laws on the subject and then say to 
the farmers, “You see how we Democrats 
have done for’ you what our antagonists re- 
fused to do?’’ Does the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee think it is grand 
strategy for his party to abandon an impreg- 
nable position it might occupy and allow the 
enemy to take possession of it? Is it thus that 
Napoleon,-to whom he flatters himself he 
bears some facial or -physical resemblance, 
would have acted? Was it thus that battles 
were won by those Generals under whom this 
Chairman served durmg the war? It is time 
for sensible Republican Congressmen to as- 
sert themselves and try to save their party 
from the ruin to which these foolish leaders 
seem determined to doom it.
